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Ths group Imown as "Unity of the Nile Valley" (unionist) is presently composed 
of the following parties and political factions, listed in order of their 
political importance: the Ashiqqa Party, the Unionist Party, the Unity of the 
Wile Valley Party, the Liberal-Unionist Party, the Sudan Graduates! General 
Congress, and the Khatmia sect. Because there is no broad basis fer agresment 
emnong these parties, the division and rivalry within the group is great. 
Moreover, there is no leader who has been able to unite the various parties 


into an effective coalition. 


2. The best-lmown and most importent leaders, past and present, of the Ashigqga | 
Party, who are also active in the Graduates’ Congress, are the following:

a. Yahya Fadli, one of the founders of the Party and its Secretary- 
General until he wae removed from office on 29 May 1948. He wes -

of the most powerful leaders of the Ashiqqa Party. In 1946 he wos 
' galled upon to become a member of the Sudanese Delegation to Cairo, 
and vave up @ career as teacher to do so. Fadli was the editor of 


g@l~Ashicga when this paper began publication in Mey 1948. 


c. Ismatl Azhari, the nominal President of the Ashiqqa Party, as vell 
as President of the Sudanese Delegation in Cairo. His influence 
on the Gredvates' Congress is considerable; he represents this bedy 


in the Cairo delegation. 


d. Muhammad Nurel-Din, Viee-President of the Party. He was a nember 
of the Cairo delegation and chief liaison official between the 


Ashiqqa Party and the Egyptian Government. 


e. Ali Hamid, Assistent Secretary of the Graduates’ Congress and pre- 
viously a prominent menber of the Ashiqqa Party. He was ex-elled 
from his position of leadership in the Party in May 1948. 
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£. Khidr Omer, replaced Yala Fadli as Secretary~General of the Fariyy,

Graduates’ Congress. He is a lawyer who has been active in the 
defense of accused unionists.
